Soccer, as far as Australia is con- 
cerned, is a sport with only rare op- 
portunities to blow its own trumpet. 
Followers of the game are fed a constant 
diet of poor match attendances, desper- 
ate struggles by clubs to avoid bankrupt- 
cy and consistent failure at international 
level. 

So when something marvellous hap- 
ens, the code must be excused if it 
asks ever so briefly in the resultant 

euphoria. 

We must keep our feet on the ground, 
however. 

There was quite amazing reaction to 
the announcement just over a week ago 
, that 12,186 spectators paid to watch a 
Philips League match at Pratten Park. 

On yet another wet Sydney Sunday, it 
was a remarkable turn-out of fans. 

So remarkable, in fact, that the size of 
the crowd at Pratten Park for the Sydney 
Olympic v Leichhardt game was elevated 
to headline status on several radio sport- 
ing programmes on the night. 

Yet to coin an old chiche, “one swal- 
low doesn’t make a summer.” 
Everything must be placed in perspec- 


When we talk of successful teams in Australia, 
one of the first we must mention is Sydney City, 

For years now, sya Cis tas played a major 
role in all competitions by taking out a number of 
titles and cups, no matter what players were 
used. 

In its 20 or more years of life this team has 
succeeded in breaking two records.

Genuine migrants need 
not worry. Their rights will 
be protected, but visa play- 
ers will certainly be sifted 
out. 

Even those who convert 
subsequently to permanent 
residency will have no more 
than the limited privileges 
given to those entering on 


visas. 

This ASF resolution has 
already gone to the Philips 
League and will be dealt 
with at the next PSL 
meeting. 

If it is adopted, the local 
transfer market could be 
blown sky-high because the 
demand for local players 
would become unreal and 
transfers would hit record 
levels.

The magnificent “happening” at Pratten Park 

last week, was the biggest shot in the arm for the 

ame since the Socceroos qualifed for the 1974 
orld Cup Finals in West Germany. 

Not only was the attendance of over 12,000 magnifi- 
cent and the product displayed by both teams first rate, 
the public relations gained from this match could not 
have been bought at any price. 

At long last “Joe Public” in Sydney took some notice 
of Soccer and for once Rugby League had to take a 
back seat. 

I only hope that the five Sydney PSL clubs get 
together, sit down at a table and analyse last Sunday's 
success and use the end result to their advantage. 

This break-through did not just happen — it was 
made to happen . 

And, whether you like it or not, the two people who 
really started the ball rolling, were these two super 
extroverts and world travellers, Rudi Gutendorf and 
Tommy Pacey: 

Sure, this terrible twosome might not be everybody's 
cup of tea, but nobody can take away from them this 
wonderful legacy that looks like bringing about the 
revival of club Soccer in Sydney. 


While he was national coach , Gutendorf pursued a 
youth policy that is now bearing fruit, 

Eight of the players taking part in the Pratten Park 
game were brought to light in the Australian youth 
teams of 1979 and 1981, under his direction. 

Gutendorf’s abortive quest to have at least one under 
19 player included in every PSL team, now doesn’t look 
so daft! 


In fact, not nearly as silly as the people who knocked 
this idea back now look ! 
on the other hand, was really the man who 
or re-introduced if you like, total, attacking 
Soccer here. 

He arrived at Olympic, took a bunch of kids by the 
scruff of the neck, made them believe in themselves 
and attacking Soccer and the scene was set for things to 
come. 

At the start, it was like a scene from the trenches in a 
World War 1 movie — “General Docherty” in the 
trench blowing the whistle and his men going over the 
top at the enemy. 

Going forward all the time, but scared as hell of the 
outcome ! 

But now the scene has progressed and under coach 
Doug Collins, Olympic are still going over the top, but 
now they're not scared: the opposition is. 

The early spadework done by Gutendorf and 
Docherty is now being carried on in fine fashion by the 
likes of Doug Collins at Olympic, Willie Wallace at 
Leichhardt, Frank Arok at Saints and Peter Ollerton at 
Preston. 

It takes courage for a coach in Australian Soccer to 
be really positive and these guys are just that. 

In sport in 1982, there is no place for negative 
thinking and this has been proved beyond all shadow of. 
a doubt, throughout the world. 

Soccer is a business — the entertainment business — 
and the paying customer will not outlay his hard earned 
money to watch dull, negative Soccer. 

Give them what they got at Pratten Park last Sunday 
— vitality, skill, urgency and adventure and the popu- 
larity of the game will skyrocket. 

Forget Rugby League and Aussie Rules. There’s 
nothing can come near a entertaining game of Soccer, 
played in front of a big crowd, generating atmosphere 
as a sporting spectacle. 

Also, there is now a new breed of player in the game. 
here — youngsters striving to reach the top. 

The coming of the FIFA Coca-Cola World Youth 
Cup has helped no end and along with a place ina PSL 
team, you have the required incentive for success for 
the ung player: 

, the arrival of top coaches to the PSL over the 
past two seasons has rammed home to our youngsters 
that there is no player here talented enough to be 100 
per cent effective without giving 100 per cent effort. 

Sadly, this has not been the case in the past. 

In most jobs, people learn skills and exploit talent in 
order to avoid having to work physically hard — this 
does not pay off in Soccer. 

‘Thankfully this has been realised by our youngsters 
and it’s tremendous. 

Also this professional line of thought has brought 
about a glut of brilliant young strikers — a comm 
that is ultra-valuable in any part of the world where the 
game is played. 

Through courage, ability, anticipation, strength, 
speed, reflexes, patience and luck, these strikers are 
hitting the back of the net with exciting regularity. 

Goals are what Soccer is all about and we are now 
getting plenty of them in magnificent style. 

Soccer writers are probably the greatest optimists in 
Australia — and believe me, at times we have to be. 

Tt’s days such as last Sunday at Pratten Park that 
keep us going. Long may it continue — Amen !

STEVE BLAIR

All Soccer followers 
vividly remember Steve last 
October, when he was a 
giant inspiration to the Au- 
stralian Youth team when 
Australia clashed with the 
World champions, Argenti- 
na, in the first match of the 
World Youth Champion- 
ships at Sydney Sports 
Ground, 

What chance did little 
Australia have to match the 
professional Argentinians 
in Soccer? 

‘The world was rocked as 
international TV, radio and 
telexes, beamed out of Syd- 

“Australia 2 - Argenti- 


na 1”, 

The unbelievable had 
happened. Australia had 
just beaten the champions, 
Argentina, to send the 
stadium crazy with elec- 
trified frenzy, as thousands 
of Soccer fans poured on 
the arena to embrace and 
kiss Australia’s Young 
Champions. 

‘What a glorious day for 
Australian sport, 

And one of the main in- 
stigators of the victory, was 
Australia’s attacking cen- 
tre-back, one Steve Blair. 

In fact, Blair dropped 
Australia’s “business card” 
on Argentina’s doorstep 
only just 180 seconds after 

ick-off. Australia was 
awarded a free-kick, and 
aon Peter Raskoupolos, 
taking the ‘free’ slung his 
kick towards the far post, 
where the Argentinians 
watched in horror as the 
huge Blair came hurtling 
into teat penalty 
area, climbing high to 
smash his header on target, 
and fully stretch the 
shocked Argentinian goal- 
keeper.

Blair sized up the situa- 
tion rapidly, and pushed up 
onto Clausen and pulled 
him away from his team- 
strikers, He repeatedly 
wore Clausen’s vicious 
tackles, never once retaliat- 
ing, and very quickly slot- 
ting back into Australia’s 
back-line immediately an 
Australian raid broke 
down. 

In this battle, Blair gave 
‘one of the most outstanding 

rformances I have seen 

rom a centre-back playing 
for Australia. A perform- 
ance that not only brought 
credit and wild applause for 
him, but to Australia 
world-wide. 

At the end of last year’s 
PSL season, Blair was 
strongly recommended to 
trial with the world-famous 
Scottish club, Celtic. 


So last November, Blair 


set off overseas seeking a 
full-time” professional 
career in Soccer, and went 
straight to Celtic. 

Let’s allow Steve Blair to 
tell us what happened. 

“As soon as D icrivedt at 
Parkhead, I was guided to 
see Mr Des White, Celtic’s 
secretary, at his office. He 
was very pleasant to me 
and suggested we have a 
meeting with manager, Bil- 
ly McNeill, Celtic's and 
Scotland’s long-serving, 
ee aa 

“When I met Billy, and 
he realised I was from Au- 
stralia, one of the first 
questions he asked me, 
was: ‘How's wee Jimmy 
Rooney down there?’, 

“One thing led to 
another and quickly I was 
training with Celtic. But 
apparently all my papers 
were styled that I could 
only train with them and 
not play. If I played, Celtic 
had to heavily insure me 
against injury and with full 
compensation for my club, 
South Melbourne. 

“T really had no idea 
what to expect at training, 
but it was really different to 
say the least. In fact every- 
thing was different. To be 
honest, I was a bit surprised 
as deep down maybe I ex- 
pected much more from a 
Proeeone set-up like 

Itic’s, Over there, they 
have the first team, the re- 
serves and then the appren- 
tices. I started with the ap- 
prentices and moved up in- 
to the reserves. 

“Very soon, I was 
pushed into training with 
the first squad. But still 
they wouldn't play me 
without the correct clear- 
ances. I can’t really blame 
them. I just wanted to play. 

“Celtic made it clear to 
me that they didn’t want to 
fall out with either South 
Melbourne, or the ASF for 
that matter.” 

At this stage, I ques- 
tioned Steve about Celtic's 
No 1 centre-back: “Well his 
name is Tommy McAdam, 
and the reserve stopper is 
Davey Mois. Believe me, 
with all due respect to both 
of them, neither would get 
a game in Australia’s PSL. 
Yet in Scotland, they are 
very highly rated indeed. 

“Again I say, with no 
disrespect whatsoever, I 
could not see either of them 
slotting into any PSL side 
here. 

“Anyhow, I could see 
quickly that I was at a 
standstill, and I decided not 
to waste any more time and 
moved onto Edinburgh, 
and went to Hearts, where 
I trained with them under 
the direction of Tony Ford, 
an Englishman, and found 
the atmosphere far more 
pleasant and receptive. 

“But just as Ford got to 
ike me and became very 
interested in signing me up, 
he was sacked. The Hearts 
team is very young and all 
this is really due to Ford.” 

I asked Steve if there 
were any players at Hearts 
that we might know. 

“Yes. As a matter of fact 
there is. Remember Peter 
Marinello who was brought 
out to Australia by Canber- 
ra’s Johnny Warren?

Although Ardiles was obviously upset to get such 
treatment, it did not prevent his laying on the first goal for 
his team when he passed to Garth Crooks to score. 

That is the sort of magic Spurs followers are hoping to 
see from Ossie Ardiles at Wembley on May 22. But, 
unless the dispute over the Falkland Islands is resolved, 
Ossie could be the missing man at the Cup Final. 


He could also be missing for another unexpected 
reason. Spurs manager Keith Burkinshaw has hinted that, 
if the brilliant Argentinian returns to England only for one 
game — the Cup Final — he will not be selected.

Nowadays, a young boy wishing to join a Soccer club has to 
get his parents to pay an enrolment fee. The fee could range 
from $20 to $50. At Juventus Junior Soccer Club, where I am 
involved, parents pay $50.

It is the one area where enthusiasm is 
not enough, as the initial treatment of an 
injury is vital. If the treatment is incorrect 
it can have far reaching effect on the 
player’s career, on and off the field. 
Clubs should make it compulsory (and 
pay) for their trainer to attend all courses 
possible; also they should develop 
liaisons with professional physiotherap- 
ists. As well as games, the trainer must 
also attend club coaching. (The following 
information is to help the trainer, but it is 
not in place of educational courses.) 


One of the most frightening and frustrating sights in Soccer is the 
treatment given by “trainers” to their players. 


CUTS: Rinse the area with clean water 
and sponge, add antiseptic and a sterile 
dressing. 

CARTILAGE: If a player's knee 
locks, usually after his studs have caught 
in the grass and he has turned, do not try 
to unlock it. Immobilise the knee and get 
him straight to hospital. 

HEAD INJURIES: Do not take any 
tisk — get the player straight off, and to 
medical attention.
